SOME PERTINENT QUESTIONS. 


Tho Carson News printed a statement 


in its editorial columns from a con-

ceedings, the laws 
of the United 


btates?" 


2.—What right, privilege, immunity 


or protection, named in the Constitu- 
tion and secured by lew to any poi-tion 
or class of the people of the State of 
Nevada, were the constituted, authori- 
ties of this State unable to protect, or 
did they fail or refuse to protect ? 


3.—What illegal act had been doue, 


and by whom, to infringe such right, 
privilege, immunity or protection. ? 


4.—To what offlcor had application 


bean made ? 


5.—What reasons does he give for 


having failed or refused to execute the 
law? 


0.—If the reason given be inability, 


why did he further fail in his olficial 
duty by neglecting to telegraph imme- 
diately for aid from the Governor of 
the State ? 


7.—If no justifying reason be given, 


is the officer now (July 22) under ar- 
rest; has he been uuder arrest, or is 
any action beiug taken to bring him to 
trial ? 


8.—lias the person who had com- 


mitted the crime or misdemeanor 
which deprived a portion of the people 
of a right, privilege or immunity, or 
hfid "obstructed " and so on, been yet 
arrested, or has any unsuccessful 
attempt been ma:5o to arrest him ? 


9.—Whon, how and by what means 


was the President's proclamation pub- 
lished to the people of Nevada, or to 
those of the towns which were after- 
wards invested ? 


10. —Please name a book, pamphlet 


or other publication, and tho part 
thereof, in which citizens may read the 
laws now in force in the invested 
places. 


As hasi been repeatedly stated in the 


columns of the JOURNAL, the town of 
Eeno had never been quieter or more 
peaceable thnn during the blockade. 
The officers who receive only fees for 
their services complained of the dull 
times. The aid of Sheriff nor of Const i- 
ble was not invoked to keep the peace, 
and consequently they did not refuse to 
protest life and property. No person 
had been arrested for any offense 
whatever for two weeks before the 
troops arrived here, because there had 
been no violation of law. Tbe Presi- 
dent's proclamation was not published 
In Reno, except aa reported by tele- 
graph, and in that report Nevada was 
not included in the list of States under 
martial law. Citizens had no means of 
knowing where the military lines began 
or ended, except when they were con- 
fronted 
by an armed soldier who 
ordered them away under threat of 
being shot or bayoneted it they did not 
obey.

Gorman Speaks of Cleveland's Letter 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—Perhaps no 


more remarkable sceno was ever wil- 
uebsea in the United States Senate 
than that which occupied to-day when 
for two and a half hours Senator Gor- 
man, the Democratic political leader 
on the floor, delivered his speech' 
against the President in defense of the 
Senate Tariff bill. The galleries were 
packed to the doors and so great was 
the interest in Mr. Gorman's speec'i 
that members of the House flocked to 
the Senate end of the capitol and th'o 
House being unable to hold a quorum 
adjourned. The President was assailed 
with keenness and vigor by the leader 
of his party on the floor of the Senate. 
He defended the Senate Tariff bill and 
its preparation and charged in strong 
terms that both Mr. Carlisle and Mr. 
Cleveland were not only aware of the 
concessions made in that bill to pro 
cure its passage through the Senate 
but that Carlisle had been consulted 
at every step and Cleveland had sanc- 
tioned all that was done. One by one 
he called Senators Vest, Jones and 
Harris as witnesses 
to 
the truth 


of his statements. Then having freed 
himself from all restraint 
he told 


the inside history of the conference 
over the Tariff bill. 
His personal 


attack upon the President was full ol 
sensational characterizations. He tolc 
how he had dared, when other men hud 
faltered, to 
walk 
with

through the filth and slime of the ram 
paigo ot!8S4, how he and his colleagues 
had fought for tariff reform " whoi 
cowards in high places would no 
show their heads." How Mr. Cleve 
land had tried to gibbet the Senate 
before the eyes of the country, and 
said his action must be attributed to 
"consuming vanity," the action tha 
was re-echoed by those who-"chirped 
when they talked."

PKOPOSKD 
CONSTITUTIONAL 


AMENDMENT 


The House of Representatives has 


adopted a resolution proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution that 
Senators be elected by direct vote of 
the people. The amendment required 
a two-thirds vote and it was carried by 
167 to 49. The Senate will have to 
adopt the resolution also by a two- 
thirds vote before the amendment can 
be submitted to the Legislatures of the 
several States. 


The Constitution provides that a pro- 


posed amendment must be adopted by 
a two-thirds vote of each of the two 
Houses of Congress and be ratified by 
the Legislatures of three-fourths of the 
States before it becomes a part of the 
fundamental law of the land. It is j 
probable that the proposed amendment 
will receive the indorsements of the 
the requisite number of States as it 
has been discussed for years and has 
been incorporated in the party plat- 
forms in several States. The fact that 
three States have but one member eac-h 
in the Senate at the present time be- 
cause of the failure of the Legislatures 
to elect shows the necessity of a change 
in the method of electing United States 
Bena tors.

Judge Catlia called upon the civil offi- 
cers and citizens in the court-room to 
protect the court and prevent the mili- 
tary from taking the prisoners. Dep- 
uty Marshal Hudson was arrested for 
contempt of court, and in extenuation 
of his offense against the civil authori- 
ties, he told Judge Catlin that he was 
confused and misunderstood his orders.

Tlio Bill Aj-iei-il Upon b) I lie Committee 


on iSailioarts for Ttioir Payment. 


The bill agreed upon by the Committee 


on Pacific railroads for the settlement 
of tho'debts ol" all aid-bonded railroads, 
except the Sioux City and Pacific, has 
been reported to the House. It recites 
separately the requirements to be ex-: 
acted from each road, and the main 
points of difference are because of var- 
iations in the maturing of their bonds. 
The state of the sinking fund of tho 
Sioux City and Pacific will necessitate 
special legislation of a natnro to be de- 
termined later. The Central Pacific and 
Union Pacific are placed on almost the 
same terms and tho following is what 
will have to be met by Mr. Huntington 
and his fellow magnates of the hne 
from Sacramento to Ogden: 


Tbe Secretary of tho Treasury is re- 


quired to ascertain tho exact indebted- 
ness, past, present and future, of the 
railroad to the United States., includ- 
ing all liens and interest thereon to the 
date of their maturity. Tho estimate 
of the committee for this is about. $65,- 
000,000, but adding tho interest on the 
first mortgage bonds, guaranteed to 
their private holders, which has always 
been paid, and flgureing it from now 
until all these bonds are matured, will 
bring the sum up to about $70,000,000. 


Starting from this foundation the 


Government makes a proposition to 
tho railroad corporation which may or 
may not, of course, be accepted by it. 
Tbe corporation, according to this prop- 
osition, must first dispose of the ques- 
tion of first niortgage bonds. There 
are some $0,000,000 in the treasury 
which must Jby law be eventually 
applied to the liquidation of the first 
mortgage. This the corporation is re- 
quired to apply to that end as the 
bonds mature. 


There are also about $6,000,000 which 


have been by law paid into the Treas- 
ury as a fund to be applied to the pay- 
ment of the Government bonds. This 
latter amount by the terms of the pro- 
posed bill is also allowed to be legally 
applied to the first mortgage bonds, 
making a total of $12,000,000 available- 
The amount of mortgages ia $27,000,000, 
and to carry out the proposed agree 
ment will require $15,000,000 more. 


The corporation must, at the flrsti 


show to the satisfaction of the Secre- 
tary of tbe Treasury, that it can meet; 
io lull liquidatioo each m*ri««*« bond' 


liquidation over any debt of the Gov- 
ernment. 


The next step is the arrangement for 


the payment of the Government debt. 
The corporation is required to give 
bonds to the Government for the sum 
of its original debt and the unpaid in- 
terest ihereou, amounting to as much 
as may be determined by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, that is from $05,000,000 
to $70,000,000 in all. 


These bonds are to be instituted on a 


novel plan. They constitute a lien on 
tho railroad property of the same na- 
ture aa that of tho original Government 
bonds. They arc to bear interest at 3 
per cent, and ihe period required for 
their complete liquidation is fifty years 
from January, 1&95- IQ January and 
July of each your, beginning thon, the 
jorporation must take up one of the 
i 


bonds and by so much extinguish its j 
debt to tho Government. 


The amount of each bond varies with 


the period during which it is to run. 
The first one, which runs only to July 
next, is for one-half of one per cent of 
the total debt for six months, at 3 per 
cent. From 1895 to 1005 each bond is 
'or that amount. 


This completes the first period of ten 


years. In the second period of ten 
years each serni-annually paid bond is 
for X of 1 per cent of the debt, plus 
the interest on the remaining debt. 
For the third ten years each bond is 
for one per cent of the bond. For the 
fourth ten years each bond is for 
per cent of the debt, and for the fifth 
ton years each bond is for 1}£ per cent 
of the debt. 


Thus 10 per cent of tho debt will 


have been paid at the end of the first 
ten yeais, 15 per cent more at the end 
of twenty years, 25 per cent more at 
the end of forty yoars and 50 per oont 
pore at tho end of fifty years, thus com- 
pletely wiping out the debt. 


Should the corporation at any time 


fail to meet any of its bonds then fall- 
ing due the Government reserves tho 
right to foreclose on the property, and 
the bill states that all rights and liens 
under the present contract are reserved 
and not surrendered wherever they 
affect tbe position of tho Government, 
should it bring suit against the cor- 
poration. Tbe members of the commit- 
tee who voted for Keilly's bill consider 
its provisions very difficult for the rail- 
roads to meet. Thoy think, however 
that should tho bill pass the corpora- 
tions will try to accept the Federal 
proposition. 


The railroad people who represent 


the Central Pacific maintain that it is 
more than tho road can bear, as the 
payments inado by it would average 
about $1,230,000 every six inoutha on 
tho Fedora) debt alone for the first ten 
jears, during which period $15,000,000 
additional would have to be raibed for 
paying off the first mortgage. If tne 
scheme carries the effect, which seems 
to be its purpose, would mean a con- 
siderable contribution from thepnvate 
pocket of each stockholder.

A Keno Young Lady's Trip from San 


Francisco Home, and What Slie Saw 
of the Great Strike. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 21,1894. 


At the ferry anxious-faced passengers 


were gathered in small groups discuss 
ing the probability of reaching their 
detinatioc safely, A frail woman clung 
to the arm of her husband, timidly in 
quiring of the gateman the condition of 
affairs along the road. When assured 
that everything was quiet she seemed 
much relieved, but did not alldw her 
helpmate, who weighed near 220 pounds, 
to leave her side for an instant. 


The ticket clerk was overwhelmed 


with questions, and as some iracible 
official would emerge, mopping his 
brow, a strong odor of brimstone per- 
vaded tho atmosphere of his office. The 
agent would volubly bless some indi- 
vidual who had to be told the same 
thing four times over. 


AT THE MOLE 


All was confusion. 
The train was 


divided into two sections, the first con- 
sisting of mail cars and day coaches, 
and tha second section of Pullman and 
tourist 
sleepers. 
Tho 
condactoz-s 


aatiejitly tried to answer the numerous 
luesfions as to where each train wont. 
As 1 iieared one fatigued looking train- 
man 1 heard at least twenty different 
stations mentioned as the several in- 
dividuals inquired if this was the train 
that took them there, so 1 hadn't the 
Ueart to ask, " Will this train take me 
to Eeno ?" 


In a very short time all the available 


seats were taken, and after looking 
around in vain for a familiar face, I 
asked permission of a lady to occupy 
half of her seat upon which she had 
piled two carpet bags, two band boxes, 
a cage containing a large green parrot 
that occasionally made pleasant re- 
marks (in German). 
After moving 


these and sundry other articles, I sat 
down by the side of the lady, whom I 
soon found could not speak English. 


As the conductor passed through, I 


kept a sharp lookout for Reno tickets 
and discovered five quite near me. 
Though all were strangers I felt a Ne- 
vada tie of brotherhood for them. Al- 
though undoubtedly unconventional I 
was soon drawn into a discussion of 
strikers versus railroad and thus be- 
ame acquainted with one of my Reno 
brethren, so I straightway changed my 
seat. 


The car platforms were bristling with 


youthful looking soldiers, who bore an 
air of great importance about them. I 
could not help wondering as I gazed 
at one boyish face, if he would drop his 
rifle and run should u brawny striker 
assault him. 


After nearly an hour's delay section 


one pulled out. As we neared Sixteenth 
streot, Oakland, the guards took their 
station on the car steps. All the cars 
were heavily guarded and during the 
;hirty minutes 
delay at 
Sixteenth 


street each car had a sentry, and officers 
delivered orders to privates in stentor- 
ian 1 ones, which no doubt struck terror 
to the hearts of the numerous by- 
standers. 


No one was allowed on the platforms 


aid when anyone ventured too rear 
;he train, the order rang out sharply, 
Stand back there I" Over half of our 


military escort left us at this place. 


POBT COSTA 


Was reached in two hours and thirty 
minutes, the schedule time, I believe, 
is forty minutes. Here we waited for 
Section No. 2, which was to have left 
Port Costa first, but owing to the in- 
competency of the engineer and a bad 
engine it was unable to leave the 
Benicia ferry for some time. On the 
ferry, policemen and the "boys in bine" 
were numerous. It gave one a feeling 
of safety to be thus carefully guarded. 


Suisua was reached at 10:45. 
At Lexington the "small boy" was 


out in full force, their faces brimming 
over with admiration and wonder as 
they gazed at the bayonets and guns of 
the guards. 


Along the valley to within a few 


miles of Sacramento the speed was con- 
siderably quickened so that a great 
deal of the lost time was made up. 


As we neai-ed the -vreck at Trestle 


No. 2 the train slackened speed and 
thus all had" a chance to view the scane. 
There were about twenty-five or thirty 
wreckers at work who are fast clear- 
ing the place. The dismantled engine, 
which had been dragged upon the bankj 
lay covered with rust a short distance 
from where Engineer Clark met his 
tragic death. The shattered fragments 
of the mail cars and coaches were half 
submerged in the slough beneath the 
trestle. As the train moved slowly by 
the militiamen were on guard looking 
at the scene beneath them and their 
visages boded ill to any striker who 
would venture an aggressive front. 


AT SAORAJIE.VTO. 


The first section pulled into the 


Sacramento depot one hour and a half 
late, and was received by two files of 
regulars. The usually quiet place was 
transformed into a warlike scene. The 
depot was surrounded by soldiers to 
the number of 600, while in the rear 
and slightly to" the right was a small 
building, formerly utilized by the strik- 
ers as a soup house, but which is now 
the headquarters of the hospital corps. 


The strikers were evidently overawed 


by the display of arms, and tho men 
who had returned to work went about 
their duties without fear of violence. 


Inside the depot all was confusion. 


Arms were stacked the whole length of 
the train close to it, while in front of 
the waiting-room stood a cannon. Many 
of the soldiers were lounging on the 
seats or on the floor and enjoying, I 
imagine, the sensation of being the 
" observed of all observers." 


A party of Turks and Turkish danc- 


ing girls were aboard our train. Their 
curiosity seemingly got the beat of 


Highest of all in Leavening Power.—Latest U. S. Gov't Report.

them, for they all got out and inspected 
tho stacked arms, and even touched 
them, but the soldiers stood by smiling 
and offered no interference. 


From Sacramento to Auburn the 


strikers were conspicuous 
by their 


absence, though men, women and 
children were gathered 
at stations 


watching the train ag it passed, with 
happy, satisfied expressions on their 
faces that told plainer than words 
could what inconvenience they suffered 
during the tie-up, and how heartily 
glad they were to be in communication 
with the outer world once more. 


The heat became very oppressive 


during the afternoon, an! the only 
thing that roused us was the familiar 
cry o£ the fruit boys at the different 
stations. 


At Colfax there was more excitement, 


the most noticeable feature of the crowd 
being groups of soldiers olad in. heavy 
soldier coats, their blankets strapped 
on their backs, from all appearances 
ready for a long march, but seemingly 
oblivious of the fact that the ther- 
mometer at that time registered 102 de- 
grees in the shade. 
This was un- 


doubtedly one of the ways of enduring 
the hardships of war. 


At several trestles on the mountains 


we passed soldier camps and guards. 
The delays at each station as we pro- 
ceeded were longer, and finally at 
Truckee the delay was fully an hour 
and a half. 


Happily, in our car we had several 


good voices, and the weary hours were 
whiled away by singing familiar songs, 
telling thrilling adventures and specu- 
lating on what would happen should 
the train be wrecked. 


We left Truckeo a few moments after 


twelve. The train ran slower than at 
any time when we began to descend 
the mountains. As familiar objects 
came in view, and we knew that our 
journey would soon end, we sang a 
parting sung, and all, I think, appreci- 
ated fully the truth of the oft-repeated 
lines, 


14 Bo it ever so humble, 
There's no place like home." 


After nearly twenty hours riding in 


the cars, the train pulled slowly into 
Reno, and a cry of rejoicing went up 
that at last we were here, all safe and 
sound. 


So ended the most enjoyable and 


exciting trip that it has ever been my 
lot to take from San Francisco to Reno.

A recommendation against the use and 
sale of liquors has long uecu in force 
and remains unchanged, except that it 
has been extended so as to embrace 
' 'furnishing any material •whereby the 
testimony against intoxicants is vio- 
lated" 
The testimonies in relation to "plain- 


ness" of speech, apparel ami behavior 
remain unchanged. Tho article in rela- 
tion to slavery is stricken out, and many 
obsolete expressions are modernized. 


The queries hr>ve been recast and now 


embrace 14, tho answering of which 
embraces a statement of the condition 
of the society on almost all essential 
points. 


One of the changes that has been 


made is the substitution of tho term
